N my Ephemeris for. this prefent year 1666, I de- 
. clared to the World my reſolution to publiſh a 
Treatife of this great Solar Eclipſe : which pro- 
Miſe 1 had (according to engagement) diſcharged 
im myDIAR Y for the enſuing year 1667. ha- 
ving much enlarged the ſame,and- obtained Licenſe 
thereof, for-:that very end and purpoſe. | 
But the late dreadful Conflagration happening to 
Leydon , wrought fd great a deſtrution amongthe Statio-, 
ners and Printers in that Citie , ( they ſuffering the moſt 
by the Tyrannical Flames, of-any one Society 'whatſo- 
ever.) that I was conſtrained to reduce my Annual Book 
to its old number of Sheets, and reſerve my Diſcourſe of 
the Eclipſe to be printed apart by ſelf” And conceiving 
it cobe of convenient Caution and Conſequence, not gne- 
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ly to England, but other parts of Europe, &c. I thonght it 
proper, rather then ſtifle it, (after ſo much pains) tg 
print it. © For although the Eclipſe ic ſelf be over, its ef. 
fe&s are to come 3- and may contrmue among us (if Aﬀrolo. 
gie fail me not 5 as ſeldome'it doth theſe two years yet, :
